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GETTING DOWN TO FACTS 

The Young plan advisory committee 
has investigated the capacity of Germany | 
to pay reparations. } 

That inquiry is long overdue, and is 
in the interest alike of- the debtor and the 
creditor countries. The latter are in no 
way benefitted by holding out for more 
than there is any possibility of collecting. | 
On the contrary, the longer Germany 1s | 
kept trying to do the impossible, the less 
it will eventually be able to pay. And the 
longer the creditors delude themselves as 
to the amount they can get, the worse for | 
all concerned. 

That the subject has been investigated | 
is an indirect admission that the present 
total of claims is impossible, and that re- 
duction is inevitable. The inquiry is to 
find out how far the reducing will have to 
be carried. That Germany will be re- 
quired to pay to the limit of its capacity 
is to be supposed, and is just. But the 
supposition that it has any source from 
which it can draw wealth in the fabulous 
sums needed to meet the cost of the four 
year world war is due for deflation. 


BETTER TAKE THE OTHER COURSE 


“It seems apparent that so long as the 
United States continue to demand settle- 
ment in gold for exports and to refuse to | 
accept the products of other nations, as 
they do by their high tariff walls, it will 
be impossible for them to return to com- 
mercial equilibrium with other countries.” 

In these words Sir Charles Gordon, | 
joint general manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, sketched the position in which 
the United States has been placed as the 
result of its refusal to trade and its de- 
mand that if foreign peoples buy its pro- 
ducts they must pay for these in gold. 
That the sketch is true to life, or to the 
lifeless condition of United States foreign | 
trade, is amply shown by a reference to | 
the trade returns, | 

If the combined influence of high pro- | 
tection and a rigid adherence to the gold 
standard in trade have landed the United 
States in trade stagnation, they would in 
course of time land Canada in the same 
place. It would thus seem to be good busi- 
ness for Canada to keep clear of an exclu- 
sive tariff policy, and to seriously consid- 
er whether it shou!d refuse to sell goods to 
people who cannot pay in gold. 


EUROPE CAN’T DO BOTH 

With a committee of experts in Europe 
studying how much Germany is able to 
pay, and a senator in Washington calling 
for the impeachment of President Hoover 
because he proposed a moratorinm on in- | 
ter-government debts, the following fig- 
ures are even more than otherwise inter- 
esting. They were given out by the 
League of Nations as showing the sums 
which the countries named are spending 
on armaments in the present fiscal year:

gine even an Indiana senator supposing 
that the nations can continue to spend on 
armaments at the present rate and also 
pay the United States the billions that are 
owing to it as war loans and commercial 
loans. If he does suppose so, he probably 
holds the distinction of being in a minority 
of one among all the individual units who 
make up the human race. 

To others the case will appear clear 
enough that Europe must do one of two 
things. It must repudiate its debts in or- 
der to carry on the frenzied armament ex- 
penditure, or it must cut down the latter 
in order to meet at least some substantial 
part of its obligations. And since the 
whole debt structure rests upon the abil- 
ity of Germany to pay reparations, the 
moratorium that saved Germany from col- 
lapse saved to the United States whatever 
chance it now has of its money 
from Europe.

DEPRESSING THE DOLLAR 


The financial experts at Ottawa are 
reported to be keeping a watchful eye on 
the exchange situation in New York. And 
what they see there is apparently no more 
satisfectory to them than it is to the pub- 
lic, The view they are said to take is that 


the Canadian dollar is much lewer in New 
York than it should be if the exchange 
were based on the “hard facts of econo- 
mics.”” With which the man who has to 
pay a bill in New York will cheerfully and 
promptly agree. 

The reason for the excessive spread in 
exchange is that the dollar value is not be- 
ing measured by the hard facts of econo- 
mics. It is fixed by the equally hard facts 
that Canada is short of gold and the Unit- 
ed States long on that useless but precious 
metal, and that New York demands gold 
and will take nothing but gold in settle- 
ment of the trade balance and other obli- 
gations. 

Dispensing with diplomatic terms, New 
York is holding up Canadian buyers of 
United States goods for the last cent that 
can be squeezed out of them by scientific 
depression of the dollar value, without re- 
gard to the facts of economics, and equally 
without regard to the long effect in killing 
the sale of United States goods in Canada, 
If the latter fact were brousht home to 
the manufacturing interests in the United 
States they might have something to say 
to the financial sharks on the subject.

Wipe it off with two or three 
face tis'ucs, Now fill the bowl with 
warm water and wash the face 
thoroughly with a mild soap such as 
pure castile. Rinse well in warm 
water and then wring out a small 
Turkish towel in hot water and hold 
it over the face until it begins to 
cool. Dip the fingers in hot water 
and massage with an upward rotary, 
patting movement, beginning at the 
chin and working upward. Rinse 
well in cold water. Dry the skin 
carefully. 

This treatment must be followed 
by a good astringent cream that will 
ref'ne and close the pores. Do not 
massage too vigorous'y, Remove the 
excess cream and pat on a mild 
astringent,. The. following lotion may 
be used. or you may use your favorite 
brand that you have on hand: Rose- 
water, 4 ounces; s'mple tincture of 
benzoin, 1 tablespoonful; boric acid, 
1 teaspoonful; Cologne water, 1 
ounce; witch-hazel, 4 ounces. Shake 
well. Apply on a clean pad of ab- 
sorbent cotton, patting it gently until 
it has dried on the sk'n. 

Some skins feel rather sensitive 
after being cleansed with soap and 
water and then having an astringent 
applied, If the complexion is sensi- 
tive to the point that it becomes 
red and blotchy, it is necesvary to 
use a very mild astringent and to 
occasionally substitute a cleansing 
cream or the soap and water wash- 
ing. If cold cream alone is used as 
® cleansing agent be sure to remove 
every trace of grease by the applica- 
tion of a skin stimulant or mild 
astringent such as witch-hagel. Apply
